Lying on a cot in the City Hospital is 
a baby brought into the world under 
such extraordinary circumstances that 
the operation under which it was bern 
was named after Julius Caesar, who 
came into the world the same way. 

In another ward lies the dead body of 
the mother. 

At noon Wednesday 
Horvath, 24 years. old, 
can avenue, died as the result of 
the Caesarian operation in the effort 
to save not only her life but that of 
her unborn child. The child was born 
under circumstances that warrant com- 
passion and which seldom have oc- 
curred, 

Julius Caesar, after whom the opera- 
tion by which he was brought into the 
world was called, was the first sub- 
ject of the operation, which is known 
to surgeons as rare and desperate.

Former Mistress of Millions 
Faces Term in Jail for De- 
frauding Hotel. 





CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Convicted of 
fraud, Mrs. Alice \Wwebb Duke, who, as 
the orphan daughter of a mechanic 
fell to the life of a drunkard while 
trying to make her way in New York 
and then recovered sufficient standing 
in the world to become the wife of a 
millionaire, today went to court to hear 
the verdict which might send her to 
Jail for a year. She, the divorced wife 
of Brodfe L. Duke of the millionaire 
tobacco family, was found guilty by a 
jury in Judge Kersten’s court of de- 
frauding’ the Great Northern Hotel Co. 
by wortniess checks, 

Mrs. Duke, or Webb, as she js com- 
pelled by the divorce court to call her- 
self, was garbed in black when she 
went to court this morning. When the 
yeuled verdict was opened and the word 
“guilty” was read, the woman, who a, 
few years ago wag the mistress of mil- 
lions, flushed and trembied as the eyes 
of a crowd which packed the courtrooin 
were centered upon her, 

Pleads Drink sa Excuse. 

lifer emotion was only momentary, 
however. She evidently recovered 
quickly and was comnosed when her 
lawyer, Alfred E. Case, moved for a 
new trial. The maximum penalty for 
her crime fs a fine of $2000 and impris- 
onment in the County Jail for one year. 
The motion for a new trial will be ar- 
gued later and if it is not granted sen- 
tence will be pronounced. — was re- 
leased on $1000 bond. 

As on other occasions, Mrs. Duke's 
defense to this charge of crime was 
drunkenness. She pleaded that the 
checks, one for $25 and the other for 
$), were written by her broker, Leonard 
W. Giles, while she was so “drunk, ill 
and drugged’’ that she could not notice 
any mistake. Giles, she maintained, ac- 
cidentally selected from a pile of checks 
blanks of a bank in which she hap- 
pened to have no funds. 

Early Years in Orphanage. 

Alice Webb wos born in Buffalo, be- 
tween 1855 and 1860. She was the daugh- 
ter of a mechanic, who disappeared aft- 
er Mrs. Webb's death. The daughter 
was placed in an orphange in Buffalo, in 
1867, and was dismissed from the asy- 
lum in 1874. She was a beautiful girl 
when she went to New York to make 
her way honestly. She went to the 
boarding house of Mrs, Della Plaine, 
where she became friendly with Mrs. 
Plaine’s daughter, Agnes. 

Little Alice, new to the world, was in- 
troduced to a man named Osborne, 
whom she married. Her first romance 
was shattered when Osborne deserted 
her and she returned to the Plaine 
house in 1876. During the next few years 
she associated with a fast set and ac- 
quired the drink habit. 

In 189% she married Edward H. Pow- 
ell, a hotel clerk, in Pittsburg. She left 
him the next year and went to Chicago, 
where her fr-*unes improved through 
investments in real estate. She acquired 
title to Texas lands, and, while visiting 
Brodie L, Duke, in New York, trying to 
induce him to finance a tobacco plan- 
tation, she reached heights beyond her 
expectation. Duke was fascinated with 
her, wooed her and she became his 
bride. Then he was put in an asylum 
by his relatives.» 

Duke Gets a Divorce, 

Duke obtained his release only by 
promising to renounce his wife. Mrs. 
Duke first sued for divorce in 195. The 
Dukes made such a fight that she 
withdrew the action and then Duke sued 
in June, 195, charging gross drunken- 
ness. March 28, 1906, he obtained the 
decree, his wife failing to appear. 

About. March 2, this year, George D. 
Totten obtained judgment in Judge Cle- 
land’s court for $650, for two checks 
signed by Mrs. Duke, which were re. 
turned marked “no funds.” In this 
sit the defense maintained Mrs. Duke 
was su from neurasthenia, but 
the plaintiff introduced evidence to show 
that during the days in question, when 
Mrs. Duke was running up her bill of 
$196 & Week, she bought the following:

For three hours tday pretty black-eyed 
Ione Choate battled with shrewd lawyers 
by her husband, Fred M. 
Choate, to prove to Judge Miller that 
ghe was a proper person to care for 
their dauchter, 56-year-old Mary Choate. 


id , She. went over her life in detail from 


the time she was a country lass, Ione 
Kempthorn, daughter of wealthy Judge 
Kempthorn of Hampton. 

Name of Francis Mentioned, 

The story described scenes in leading 
cities of the world and involved some 
of the best-known names of the United 
States and England, including Elihu

The young man, Jan Sokolowski, fled 
from Russia a year and three months 
ago to escape compulsory enlistment in 
the army. His father and mother were 
dead. He had little money, could not 
speak English, and his ideas of Amer- 
ican people and customs were vague. He 
had heard, however, that across the 
geas was a land where citizenship is 
not a matter of uniforms and muskets 
go he set out for the United States. 


Makes Few Acquaintances. 


He worked his way to Liverpool, 
gtaking few acquaintances while he 
journeyed, becaus¢ he knew that when 
he left his home in the Gubernia 
Minsk, the Russian Government had 
placed a price on his head. At Liver- 
pool he shipped for Philadelphia, and 
on the voyage he met a fellow coun- 
tryman, Antoni Szwabo, who told him 
that he would find employment for 
him in St. Louis. 

The two young Russians reached St. 
Zouis @ year ago. The army fugitive 
made an uncertain living at odd jobs in 
the Russian colony in the vicinity of 
Twentieth and O'Fallon streets. He 
could speak nothing but the language of 
his native country, and he found it 
hard to obtain a good position. 

Four weeks ago he became ill. His 
friend, Szwabo, could do little for him, 
end finally he was sent to the City Hos- 
pital. When he found himself surround- 
ei by the uniformed hospital attend- 
ants, whose language he could not un- 
derstand, he thought he had fallen into 
the hands of the Russian authorities 
and was doomed to be deported for 
exccution or for exile to the Siberian 
rines. 

Prayed in Queer Tongue. 

This fear preyed upon him until it ap- 
peared to affect his mind. For days at 
a time he knelt beside his bed, pray- 
i:.¢ in a tongue that the hospital attend- 
avis could not understand.

The purchase of the electric conduits 
of the city in 1911 wa§ recommended by 
the United Heat, Light and Power Co., 
after a thorough discussion at the Piant- 
ers Hotel, Tuesday night. By purchas- 
ing the conduit system it is claimed the 
city will afford in effective means of 
competition to keep down rates. 

«a special committee, composed of At- 
torney Wiliam Sacks of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward Improvement Associa- 
tion, and C. P. Strother of the West 
End Business Men's Assocation, report- 
ed favorably on the conduit purchase 
proposition. Hugo Wurdack, an expert 
electrician, appeared before the special 
committee and explained in detail the 
nature of the conduit system and the 
ordinances bearing on it. 


The movement to purchase the con- 
duits was started by the Twenty-sev- 
enth Ward Improvement Association, 
and the agitation will .be carried to 
every business organization in the city. 

Delegate Vincent McShane of tiie 
Twenty-seventh Ward has in prepara- 
tion an ordinance providing that the 
city shall exercise its option in 1911 and 
purchase the conduits. 

The city of Baltimore owns its con- 
duit system, and, besides providing a 
sinking fund for paying off its bonds, 
is earning more than 5 per cent on the 
investment. Municipal ownership of the 
conduit system there has been a decided

FROM EXECUTION 


Father Stanowski Goes to Aid 
of Hospital Patient About 
to Be Deported. 


FUGITIVE FROM ARMY 


Out of Observation Ward, 
Young Man Is Seeking 
Employment. 


Penniless, homeless and a!l but friend- 
less, a 22-year-old Russian today is the 
happiest man in St. Louis. For Father 


' Urban Stanowski of St. Stanislaus’ Cath- 


olic Church, 1413 North Twentieth street. 
has saved him from execution by the 
Russian soldiery, or from worse, exile 
to Siberia for life. 


The young man, Jan Sokolowski, fled 
from Russia a year and three months 
ago to escape compulsory enlistment in 
the army. His father and mother were 
dead. He had littlé money, could not 
speak English, and his ideas of Amer- 
ican people and customs were vague. He 
had heard, however, that across the 
geas was a land where citizenship is 
not a matter of uniforms and muskets 
go he set out for the United States. 


Makes Few Acquaintances. 


He worked his way to Liverpool, 
staking few acquaintances while he 
journeyed, becaus¢ he knew that when 
he left his home in the Gubernia 
Minsk, the Russian Government had 
placed a price on his head. At Liver- 


‘ pool he shipped for Philadelphia, and 


on the voyage he met a fellow coun- 
tryman, Antoni! Szwabo, who told him 
that he would find employment for 
him in St. Louls, 

The two young Russians reached St. 
ZJouis a year ago. The army fugitive 
geade an uncertain living at odd jobs in 
the Russian colony in the vicinity of 
Twentieth and O'Fallon streets. He 
could speak nothing but the language of 
his native country, and he found it 
hard to obtain a good position. 

Four weeks ago he became ill: His 
friend, Szwabo, could do little for him, 
and finally he was sent to the City Hos- 
pital.

The purchase of the electric conduits 
of the city in 1911 was recommended by 
the United Heat, Light and Power Co., 
after a thorough discussion at the Piant- 
ers Hotel, Tuesday night. By purchas- 
ing the conduit system it is claimed the 
city will afford «cn effective means of 
competition to keep down rates. 

«a special committee, composed of At- 
torney William Sacks of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward Improvement Associa- 
tion, and C. P. Strother of the West 
End Business Men's Assocation, report- 
ed favorably on the conduit purchase 
proposition. Hugo Wurdack, an expert 
electrician, appeared before the special 
committee and explained in detail the 
nature of the conduit system and the 
ordinances bearing on it. 


The movement to purchase the con- 
duits was started by the Twenty-sev- 
enth Ward Improvement Association, 
and the agitation will be carried to 
every business organization in the city. 

Delegate Vincent McShane of tiie 
Twenty-seventh Ward has in prepara- 
tion an ordinance providing that the 
city shall exercise its option in 1911 and 
purchase the conduits. 

The city of Baltimore owns its con- 
duit system, and, besides providing a 
sinking fund for paying off its bonds, 
is earning more than 5 per cent on the 
investment. Municipal ownership of the 
conduit system there has been a decided 


success.

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Tenants on Site of Proposed 
Municipal Buildings En- 
joy Situation. 
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“What are you goin’ to do when the 
rent comes ‘round?’ 

That is the song with which City 
Comptroller Player is serenading City 
Counselor Bates. 

But Mr. Bates and his assistants in 
the municipal legal department are shy. 
They refuse to open their casement and 
make answer to the sweet singer. They 
are too busy with the free pridge and 
utilities bills, which are demanding all 
their technical accumen. 

While they are turning a deaf ear 
the city is losing more than $300 a day 
which it might collect as landlord of 
the 600 tenants who live in the four 
square blocks recently purchased by 
the city as’ a site for the new group 
of municipal buildings. 

Get Their Rent Free. 


This thickly settled business and resi- 
dence property is immediately west of 
the City Hall and extends from Thir- 
teentlf to Fourteenth street and from 
Clark avenue to Market street. 

Delay in the legal department is giv- 
ing these tenants their stores and their 
homes rent free. 

They contend that the city has no 
legal right to collect rents and that if 
it cannot collect rents it cannot eject 
the tenants without a special ordinance. 

If such an ordinance is introduced, 
they say influences may be brought to 
bear to cause it to be held up in the 
House of Delegates. | 

The property before its acquisition 
by the city drought its owners over 
$100,000 a year in rents. This is the 
amount which the city will lose if the 
legal department doesn’t hurry along 
with a solution of the problem. 

“Tf Mr. Bates tells me I do not have 
to have an ordinance authorizing the 
removal of the buildings, I shall begin 
at once to have them torn down,” said 
the Comptroller. “By that I mean 
within a very few weeks. Of course 
if I cannot proceed without an ordi- 
nance that will take time. You know 
how long it sontetimes takes to get an 
ordinance through. 

Waiting on Bates. 

“Mr. Bates has not given me an an- 
swer to that question, bor to whether 
I can compel the tenants of those build- 
ings to pay rent. I am merely waiting 
his opinion before taking steps to col- 
lect rents or oust tenants, 

“The charter does not provide for the 
city collecting rents. It may require 
an ordinance before we can get any 
money from this property.” 

Mr. Bates declined to express an 
opinion on the rent question when asked 


by a Post-Dispatch reporter concerning 


it. 
While the question is occupying the 


attention of two or three city officials, 
Morris Friedman, Joseph A. Smith, Pete 
Hawkins, Celicia Andrews and other of 
the city’s recently acquired tenants are 
looking on with unfeigned interest. 
Friedman, who has a pawnbroker's 


shop at 1324 Market street, is going to 


keep on with his business at the old 
stand until the city tears down the 
building. 

“T am told,” said Friedman, “that no 
one city officer has any more right to 
collect rent from me than another, and 
that if I pay to one sometime I might 
be compelled to pay to another. And, 
anyway, they say there is no reason 
why I should pay rent.”’ 

Lawyer Declares Himself, 

Joseph A. Smith, a negro lawyer on 
Fourteenth street says he will pay no 
more rent ‘‘pending eventualities.”’ 

Back of the one and two story build- 
ings which front the business streets 
of Market, Thirteenth and Fourteenth, 
there are many old-time residences now 
housing for the most part negro fami- 
lies, though a few white persons reside 
on Center street, near Market. 

Many of these people have not paid 
rent for several months in anticipation 
of the purchase of the property by the 
city. Practically all these tenants hold 
to the belief they will not have to pay 
rent, and insist they will stay in the 
houses until they are torn down, or the 
police forcibly eject them. 

Practically all of the twe dilocjs, 
which will be the site of the new mu- 


nicipal building, is occupied by bulld- 
ings. Nearly all of these are occupied. 
Few of the buildings are modern and 
the removal. of the structures will be 
welcomed by owners Of property in that 
neighborhood.

The British Association will celebrate the jubi-

_ Darwinism at their Dublin meeting Sept. 2. It 
_ Was 60 years ago that Charles Darwin read his 


‘sketch of the hypothesis of natural selection, and 
at the same meeting the paper of Alfred Russel 
Wallace, who had reached identical conclusions 
independently. . 

Very appropriately, Francis Darwin, son of the 
great evolutionist, is president-elect of the asso- 
ciation and will be inaugurated dt the coming 
meeting. : 

He will follow in his father’s footsteps and read 
a revolutionary address; a paper explaining his 
theory of the intelligence of plants, which is the 
result of many years’ observation and meditation, 
as was Charles Darwin's epoch-making hypothesis 
made public in 1858, 

Francis Darwin has not received any more en- 
couragement in his daring thought than did his 
Jather before him. « But he is confident he can

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THE VITAL FARM QUESTION. 

Although in his letter to Prof. Bailey, outlining 
the work of. his Farm Commission, President 
Roosevelt directs attention to the economic con- 
ditions of the farming industry, he places the 
greater stress upon social, educational and other 
advantages which make for a higher plane of 
living. He makes the economic condition in a 
measure secondary to the attractiveness of farm 
life and work. He seems to think it possible to 
divorce the profitableness of farming from the 
comforts of farm life and to promote high living 
without increasing the surplus earnings of farm 
industry to be expended in comfort. The letter 
contains this parasraph: 

“We hope ultimately to double the av- 
erage vield of wheat and corn per acre, it 
would be a great achievement; -but it is 
even more important to double the desira- 
bility, comfort and standing of the farm- 
er's. life.”’ 

It is true that adding to the desirability, com- 
fort and standing of the farmers’ life is of the ut- 
most importance to the country, 
farming industry is of the utmost importance and 
the advance in farm life means more farmers, bet- 
ter farmers and better citizens. This is a truism. 
But the desirability, comfort and standing of farm 
life depends primarily upon the profitableness of 
farming. If farming, as compared with other oc- 
cupations, brings good returns, satisfactory prof- 
its on the money invested and the labor expended, 
if the farmers have an ample surplus to expend 
for education, comfort and social diversions, there 
is little need for Government to ad him in the 
higher ways cf living. He will do that for him- 
self and his increased com#éort, based upon in- 
creased means, will not only keep the boys on 
the farm, but will attract men from the city to 
the farm. The conditions of the one-horse South- 
ern farm, to which Mr. Roosevelt calls attention, 
are due to the inabiiity of the one-horse farmer 
to make a comfortable living. 

The economic condition of farming is the vital 
question. How can farming be made to pay ade- 
quate returns? 

We sympathize with Mr. Roosevelt’s desire to 
promote better living on the farms. We believe 
with him that there is nothing more important to 
the country than an increase in the comfort of 
farm life, which will draw men:to the farming 
industry and will make for culture in farming 
communities. We believe that publicity of farm 
conditions will promote betterments. 

But the fundamental function of Government is 
to establish justice between nian and man, to 
assure to every man the just return of his labor. 
The letter of the President would have been 
stronger, more to the point, less evasive, less sug- 
gestive cf political platitude and of ingenious ep- 
peal to the farmer vote, if it had directed the 
Commission's attention to the economic conditions 
of farming, with a view to determining whether 
the Government is performing its fundamental 
function of establishing justice. 

What is the effect on farm life of the tariff 
which protects the manufacturer, but does not 
protect the farmer? The farmer sells his products 
in a cheap, unprotected market, where the law 
of demand and supply works freely without re- 
striction, and buvs his necessaries of life and of 
farm work in a dear, protected market. How 
much does this injustice, this forcing up of his 
cost of living without an equalizing increase in 
the price of his products reduce his plane of liv: 
ing? 

How do monopoly and the manipulation of 
market prices, under which the farmer sells his 
products at low prices and buys his food, 
clothing, huilding materials, furniture, tools and 
machinery at monopolized prices, affect the con- 
ditions of farm life? 

How do railroad rates, based on over-capitali- 
zation and monopoly combination, affect his plane 
of living? How can he prosper as he should pros- 
per when his return on his preducts is decreased 
and the cost of his necessaries is increased by 
high rates of transportation. 7 

The Government has dene much for the farm- 
ing industry through agricultural experiments, 
irrigation and the exparsion of rural mail de- 
livery, but the greatest thing it can do fer him 
‘gs to do him justice--to wipe owt all ilfiazal and 
legal discriminations which put him at a disad- 
vantage in the strugele for existence. Let the 
Government see that the farmer sets justice and 
the farmer may he trusted to do the rest. 

Eut to ro into these questions now would cx- 
pose the iniquities of the Dingley tariff, the in- 
icuities of monopclies which it promotes and the 
iniquities of railroad discriminations and com. 
binations which have grown up under Republican 
rule. It would expose the fact that within ten 
years the cost of living has advanced 44 per cent, 
largely through privilege and monopoly, without 
a corresponding increase in the éarnings 6f the 
plain, unprivileged people.

Instead they have 
a controversy between the Mayor and the Presj- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements, What 
can we Go? | 
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MR. BEGGS CANNOT SEE. 

The benevolent sentiment of Mr. John I. Beggs, 
expressed in an interview, will be appreciated 
gratefully by all who have felt the blessings of his 
“standardized” prices. And the significance of 
his statements will be fully understood by every- 
body who has watched the practical unfolding of 
his philanthropic ideas. 

Mr. Beggs’ belated approval of the publte uttt- 
ties commission bill appears, however, to be the 
result cf the compulsion of public opinton. The 
case .as been tried, the facts of his monopoly 
are all in evidence, having been exposed by the 
Post-Dispatch. After this exposure it fs not likely 
that the people of St. Lou's will expect much help 
from Mr. Beggs in working out the Problems of 
public service. , 

Any improvement must come from the eons'1m- 
ers themselves, acting through the commission 
Mr. Beggs plaintively observes that the commis. 
sion should protect his corporations as well as 
the customers. His corporations have shown an 
extraordinary ability to protect themselves and 
really ought not to ask the public to do what 
they are sc well able to do for themselves. There 
is no danger whatever that the Begrs corpora- 
tions will suffer any wrong from the public an- 
thority while he and his able lieutenatns are in 
command. 





¥ The commission will be constituted primarily 
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in the public interest to protect the consumers 
against the rates which Mr. Beggs seems to think 
are low because they are standardized. Mr. Beges 
claims to believe in low Taies and gives a very 
good reason for thix faith—they “prevent compe- 
tition.” But Mr. Beggs has succeeded in pre- 
venting competition by other means, which have 
been destribed in the Post-Dispatch. The people 
of St. Louis have had their eyes opened, They 
will not be eager to employ Mr. Beggs to instruct 
their commission in the‘art and science of low 
rates. His schedules of standardized rates do not 
justify any hope that his view of what low rates 
are can be made to coincide with those of the con- 
sumers who pay the bills. 

The less competition there is the more public 
regulation is needed, whether rates be high or 
low or standardized. Mr. Beggs having “prevent- 
ed” competition, the public will now supply the 
regulation. He has done his part; Ris customers 
will now do theirs—that is, ar soon as the public 
gets a Municipal Assembly which will do its duty. 
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Senator Alliscn’s estate amounts to not more 
than $100,000, which shows that even men who 
have real ability sometimes become so absorbed in 
statesmanship, public duty or other side issues 
and unimportant interests that they forget all 
about the main object of life. 
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The Americans are having a good time in 
New Zealand. And this notwithstanding Hobscn 
has warned us that England and her colonies 
will join the Japanese’ in the coming war 
against us.

You May Want to Reduce the Brown on Your Skin Which Cost 
So Much Exposure and Is Now So Unbeautiful. If 
So Follow These Directions.

HE secret of getting rid of tan is in washing the face and hands constant- 
T ly in bleaches or whiteners. These applications at first may seem inef- 

fectual, but after a few days will prove a real cure. ‘ 

For the removal of a slight coat of tan buttermilk and even plain cream 
(not the cold cream of commerce) are highly to be commended, but it must be 
understood that they are to be used daily. It will do absolutely no good to 
wash the hands and face in buttermilk once a day, or once in several days; 
it must be many times every day. In that way the skin is constantly under 
the influence of whitening and refining properties, and, if it is protected in 
the interval, summer need have no terrors for those who would fain have 
pretty complexions. 

A girl who sails, plays tennis or goes in for any sport that takes her muc!: 
in the open air should always have buttermilk in the house, and each time she 
ccmes in from play she should wipe“her face and neck with the whitening 
liquid. In applying the milk soak old linen in it, and then wipe these over 
the flesh. The liquid must be allowed to dry in, and later wiped off with 
rosé water. This is preferable to plain water, but a trifle expensive, so if 
money is an object tincture of benzoin may be substituted. 

Of this fluid 12 drops in a pint of water are sufficient and this bath may 
be slightly warm, but not hot. It will serve to remove the odor of milk, 
which is not pleasant. Incidentally it is softening In effect. 

Another application that is sometimes easier to obtain than buttermilk 
is vinegar and horseradish. The horseradish must be from the fresh root, not 
that which has been bottled. In preparing this compound it should be put into 
a cup, covered with cider vinegar, and allowed to stand for several hours. It is 
thon mopped freely over the skin and allowed to dry on. This tonic whitener js 
especially good to use at night, letting the acid act on the skin for many 
hours. It is a pronounced astringent, and when the fac® is pitted with large 
pores, or ts inglined to be oily, is an excelient lotion. 

When the tan is several layers deep in the skin something a little strong- 
er than these bleaches is needed, and for a heavy coat nothing is better than a 
inixture of magnesia and seft water, making a paste of the two. and apread- 
ing it over the face to dry on, or to stay about five minutes. It must be washed 
off with warm, not hot, water and soap, and, if washed, a little cold cream may 
be rubbed over the flesh. 

An effective lotion for tan and freckles is a saturated solution of borax 
in ‘rose water. As much of the powder is put into the perfumed water as the 
latter will dissolve, and this is frequently appWed to the skin and allowed to 
dry on. This mixture is beneficia] in ways which the plain saturated solution 
seems to have no effect, and though the rose water is a substitute for the plain 
saturated mixture, the latter does not bring the same results as rose water. 

Heroic measures to eradicate tan and freckles only make a bad matter 
worse. The blotches, or brown, may be removed, but only temporarily, because 
the epidermis has been made sensitive by the action of powerful applications, 
and therefore becomes more than ever susceptible to influence by sun or heat.

THE MOTHER OF TALLEYRAND 


Rev. Thomas B. Gregory in the Boston American Reviews the 
Influences of a Neglected Childhood. 








LEXANDRINE DE DAMAS D’ANTIGNY, wife of Charles Daniel de Tal- 
A leyrand-Perigord and mother of the great French diplomatist, was in 
no way fitted by nature for the duties and responsibilities of mother- 

hood. 

Brilliant, of charming conversational powers, and admirably fitted to shine 
at court, she was totally destitute of moral convictions and sadly lacking in 
the tender affection which is the basis of all successful motherhood. 

She was the apotheosis of insincerity and deceit. Her chief motto was: 
“Avoid emphasis.’’ That meant that she never committed herself, but even 
held herself ready to make the most of the passing opportunity. 

Born in 1754, in the Rue Garancure, Paris, the infant Talleyrand was the 
following week ‘‘put to nurse” in the suburbs, and was so completely forgot- 
ten that when, four years after, it was decided to remove him, he was found 
to be lamed for life, owing to the unskillful treatment he had received for 
an injury to his foot. 

The week following his birth was the only one he had ever spent under 
the same roof with his mother, though she lived for 50 years afterwards. 
There was no tender rearing. no loving study and direction of the young life. 

Not once during the years of his infancy did Talleyrand know the kiss of 
a mother’s lips, or hear the tender sound of a mother’s voice. On Sundays 
one of his teachers would take him to dine with his parents, and after a very 
cold and formal visit of an hour or so he would be dismissed. 

His father and mother were in the service of the court, 
neither the time nor the inclination to think of the moral 
child. 

Under such circumstances is it any wonder that Talleyrand became the 
sort of man he was—brilliant, powerful, a cynic and a voluptuary bighop, and 
yet skeptical of all things spiritual and divine; absolutely devoid of princi- 
ple, and ever looking for the main chance, which chance was none other than 
the opportunity to advance his own private interest; he played with the men 
and measures of his time as gamblers play with dice. 

But let us give the ‘‘devid his due.” Shamefully as Talleyrand was treated 
by his mother, if ‘‘motper’ we may be permitted to call her, he was never 
known to speak an unkind or disrespectful word of her. He received his des- 
tiny calmly, without sending back one word of imprecation upon the woman 
whose criminal and unnatural negleet made him what he was.

So suc- 
cessful was she that in spite of Cather- 
ine’s plots Henry was not killed in the 
ensuing “Massacre of St. Bartholo- 
new.” But thousands of his fellow- 
Huguenots were slaughtered in cold 
blood and his own life hung by a 
thread. To Marguerite’s tact and the 
frequent warnings she gave him he 
owed his safety. That the strangely 
mated couple grew to care very much 
for each other in their own free-and- 
easy way, is certain. Though it was 
not the sort of love that endured, yet 
while it lasted both Henry and Mar- 
guerite were the gainers. By 
Henry from death his wife changed 
the whole history of France.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The program 
for the fourteenth annual amateur 
championship tournament given out last 
night by W. Fellowes Morgan, secre- 
tary of the United States Golf Associa- 
tion, presents several departures in con- 
ditions. The blue ribbon event of 
American golf will be held over the 
links of the Garden City Golf Club 
Sept. 14 to 19. 

This makes a solid week of competi- 
tion and it is the only tournament in 
the country that will require six days 
to run off.

Miss Wundt is not a member of the 
congress; she accempanied her brother, 
K. R. Wundt, whe is an erchardist. 

The orchardists did not bring with 
them samples of their fairest fruit, but 
there were on exhibitien some stunted 
and gnarliy apples which were used as 
horrible examples, to shew hew the bee, 
the scab and other enemies ef the apple 
gets in its deadly work. 

There was another exhibit, about 57 
different varieties of ‘‘depe’’ for the ex- 
termination of bugs, warranted to de- 
stroy any sort of bug, even the base- 
ball and automobile variety. 

The principal matters ef interest to 
apple growers under discussion Tues- 
day were spraying mixtures, the afore- 
mentioned ‘“‘dope;’’ the spraying of trees 
in ‘off’ years, shipping apples to mar- 
ket in bulk and exporting apples. 

The principal address of Tuesday af- 
ternoon was by L. A. Goodman of Kan- 
sas City, president of the American 
Pomological Society. Mr. Goodinan de 
clared himself in favor of the common 
people as against the plutocrats, who 
eat only the hand-picked apples wrapped 
in pink tissue paper and leave the rest 
of the product of the orchard for the 
cider mill and the vinegar factery. 

He favored the shipping of apples in 
bulk, so that they could be made cheap 
enough and plentiful eneugh for every- 
one to be able to eat all they wished 
of the finest fruit that grows. Mr. 
Goodman said it cost as much to pick 
and pack fancy apples as it did to grow 
them. 

In the good old days back in Michi- 
gan they used to shake the trees when 
& Sieambeat came down the river and 
fill it with fruit, and then everybody 
@ould afford to eat apples. The thing 
10 do, he sald. was to cater to the com- 
mon people, and by shipping apples in 
bulk give them all :he apple sauce and 
apple butter they want.
